Hundreds of Americans Attend the Recep- 
tion Given by Minister Phelps. 
Special Cablegram to the Post-Disp ° 

Lonpon, July 5.—Minister Phei and his 
wife had a well attended Fourth of July re- 
ception at their residence yesterday after- 
noon. The rooms were beautifully decorated 
with flowers and American flags. The 
Minister and all the attaches, as well as the 
Consul-General wore red, white and blue 
rosettes in their button-holes. Mrs. Phelps was 
in gray silk; Mrs. Loomis,her daughter, was in 
white. Some 600 Americans, comprising all 
the prominent visitors and residents in Lon- 
don, called. Amongthe visitors were Mrs. 
Archibald Forbes, Baroness Burdette-Coutts, 
members of the Daly company, Signor Peru- 
gine, the Vanderbilts, Mrs. Alice Shaw, who 
went afterward to Baron  Rothschild’s 
for an evening engagement; J. 8. Morgan,and 
in fact, every prominent member of the Amer- 
ican colony. Ali complimented Minister 
Phelps on the improvement in his health se- 
cured by histripto America. Last evening 
there was a large gathering of Americans at 
the Panorama of Niagara, where a large re- 
ception was given. 


THE AMERICAN CLUB BANQUET. 

Lovpox, July 5.—A brilliant banquet was 
given atthe American Club last evening in 
honor of theday.

Windom, in the course of his remarks re- 
ferring to the fact that the proceedings of 
the banquet would be known in New York to- 
morrow (to-day), said that Americans had 
harnessed the lightnings| of heaven to hu- 
man thought, making the world a whis- 
pering gallery. Mr. ‘Lothrop compared 
Emperor’s William’s accepting the crown 
from God alone, which, he said, was a 
denial of popular liberty, with the Queen 
of England accepting the crown from 
Parliament and the American Presi- 
dent accepting office from the people.

A Perilous Voyage. 


Boston, Mass., June 5.—The balloon which 
ascended from the Common at 6 o’clock last 
evening descended in the harbor off Point 
Shirley.

Meeting of the Societies | 
of Christian Endeavor. 


Cnc, III., July 5.—The huge interior of 
Battery Armory was attractive to-day 
with bright colors, flowers and bunting, but, 
more than all these, with an assembly 
of nearly four thousand people. From all 
parts of the United States they came by hun- 
dreds to attend the seventh National 
Convention of the Societies of Christian 


Endeavor, which is to continue four days. 

A-larze majority of the delegates are 

ladies—cheery, handsome and intelligent, 

all ot them—and the prominent leaders 

of the great society, or aggregation of socie- 
to 


ties, do not hesitate ascribe to the 
sex all the credit they deserve for 
the noble efforts in building up the 


organization and preparing for this conven- 
tion. Many of the delegations have brought 
with them handseme State banners, which 
beauty of the great 
hall. Very sensibly the organization of the 
convention had been completely arranged 
beforehand, and promptly on the appointed 
moment the uzz ug assemblage was 
called to order by the President, J. W. Van- 
patten of Burlivgton, Vt. The following list 
of officers was presented: Scribe, Alexander 
McConnell of Evanston, III.; Assistant Soribe, 
Lodger Leavitt of Cedar Rapids, Io.; Time- 
keeper, A. L. Winship of Lynn, Mass. 

On behalf of Connecticut, W. H. Phinney of 


the Nutmeg State delegation presented 
to Illinois a magnificent floral stand- 
ard, which, when its full significance 


was understood by the convention, was re- 
ceived with the heartiest cheers and applause. 
The 8 portion of the standard is a 
disk of white flowers about two feet in 
diameter. A wreathof green surrounds the 
words, picked outin red, ‘‘ONE CENT.’’ 

Beneath this representative of the smallest 
American coin is a cross-bar inscribed, 
**CONNECTICUT TO ILLINOIS.’’ 

At the Saratoga Convention a year ago sub- 
scriptions were called for to carry on 
the work of the united socie- 
ties. Connecticut pledged herself to furnish 
$800 for the work. lllinois went her one 
better by subscribing $800.01. Thel cent 
was plated with gold and sent for- 
ward to the Treasurer. Now, Connecticut 
was not to be outdone by Illinois, particularly 
since she had ‘‘swapped off“ her wooden 
nutmegs for Christian Endeavor societies,and 
to-day returned the cent in great style. 

The morning exercises were opened by de- 
votional exercises, followed with music and 
addresses of welcome by Rev, E. D. 
Burr, representing Chicago churches; C. B. 
Holdridge, representing the Illinois Union; 
C. W. French, representing the Chicago 
Union, and L. . Messer, representing the 
Young Men’s Christian Association. B. F. 
Jacobs was on the programme to deliver an 
address of welcome on behalf of the Sunday- 
schools, but was not present. President 
Vanpatten responded fon dehalf of the 
convention, thanking the speakers for their 
kindly words and concluding by expressing a 
hope that the work of the societies and of the 
convention would be abundantly blessed by 
God, their chosen leader. 

**Ohristian Endeavor Throughout America’’ 
was the next theme discussed, reports being 
given from all parts of the United States 
and the B8British Provinces.

80 societies, with 5,200 members; Mich- 
igan 180 societies with 10,200 members; 
Ohio, 248 societies with 15,900 members; 
Pennsylvania, 29 societies with 16,000 
members; New Jersey, 178 societies with 
12,000 members, and New York, 947 societies 
with 61.500 members. This makes a total for

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MAXWELL’S CHANCES. 


THE CIRCUIT ATTORNEY’S OFFICE WILL 
OPPOSE HIM IN NO WAY, 


Unless the Governor Calls for the Advice of 
Mr. Clover acd His Assistants— Mrs. Max- 
welland Her Daughter Call Upon Their 
Boy Again To-Day—The Comfort Which 
the Prisoner Seeks. 


Much speculation has been indulged in as to 
w hat course the Cirquit Attorney would take 
in the movement on foot to have Maxweil’s 
sentence commuted. Perhaps more in- 
terest was never taken by the 
State in the prosecution of * 
case than was manifested in this, and many 
people have firmly believed that when the at- 
torneys of Maxwell argued their application 
before the Governor some one 
would be present from the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office to respond to 
them and to demand that the finding of the 
Court be not disturbed. Circuit Attorney 
Clover in discussing the case to-day remark- 
ed: We shall have nothing to say in the 
matter unless called upon by the Governor to 
give our opinion. Of course we 
have one, but I don’t think it would 
be good taste to express it unless it is called 
for. We have won the fight in the courts and 
there our. duty ends. Whatever action the 
Governor may take does not concern us. That 
is his business, and he alone is responsible for 
his acts. It is a matter now between themselves 


and Gov. Morehouse and we are not con- 
cerned in the outcome any more than that we 
naturally take an interest in it and are cur- 


ious to know what he will do I 
Maxwell'e attorneys had attacked our

COMFORT, NOT STYLE. 

Three years’ imprisonment have made Max- 
well care more for comfort than style. When 
first placed in there he was scrupulously 
careful in his dress. He wore good 
clothes and always kept them brushed 
and neat. A smoking cap generally orna- 
mented hia head and he was never without a 
white shirt, and collarand tie. Visitors were 
constantly calling to see him and this pro- 
bably made him more particular about his ap- 


pearance, But long imprisonment changed 
things. As months rolled by and 
st 11 found him in jail he 


began to look more to his comfort and less to 
his appearance. His crowded little cell does 
not present a scrupulously neat appearance, 
but it does look decidedly comforta- 
ble. Instead of keeping himself fully 
dressed, the little prisoner long siuce 
discarded clothes for comfort. He rarely 
wears a coat now, never having one on in 
summer and only {n winter when it is too cool 
in the jail to go without one. His 
days he spends in smoking cig- 
arettes or the meerschaum pipe he is 
coloring, and in reading. For hours 
he will remain in bis cell reclining on his 
couch with a book in hand and a 
cigarette or his pipe in his mouth, the lit- 
tle volume of smoke curling up lazHy 
from his mouth while he reads. 
As he there thus stretched out 
he is the very picture of comfort 
and no one unacquainted with his case would 
ever dream thut the date set for his execution 
is scarcely more than a week off. Since the 
hot spell et in Maxwell always goes about in 
his trousers, slippers and undershirt. Fre- 
quently he wears a pair of white yachting 


trousers. He was ciad in those and his 
undershirt when his mother and sister 
arrived, and for the first time 


in five years beheld him. He has sometimes 
had on different trousers since, but otherwise 
his toilet has been the same whenever they 
have seen him. In fact he always consults 
his comfort, and well knew that his relatives 
would rather see him looking comiortable in 
an undershirt than witness him suffering 
from heat and perspiration ina ‘‘biled’’ shirt. 
MOTHER AND SISTER CALL. 

It was scarcely a quarter of 10 o’clock this 
morning when his mother and sister called at 
the Jallor’s office and asked to see Hugh.“ 
The change in the weather was evidentiy a 

reat relief to both Mrs. and Miss Brooks, and 
their appearance was a wonderful improve- 


ment over What it was yester- 
day. It fact they looked brighter 
and fresher than they have any 


time since theirarrival here. There was not 
a bead of perspiration visible on either and 
their rosy checks seemed to glow with 
healthy, animated life.

OUR FOUR GREAT WARS. 


SOME INTERESTING FACTS AND FIGURES 
COLLATED BY GEORGE D. REYNOLDS. 


The Revolutionary Army and Its Actual 
Strength—The Number of Men Engaged 
in the Mexican War and the Small Num- 
ber of Killed and Wounded—The War 
of 1812 and of the Rebellion—Queer Data 
in a Fourth of July Speech. 


Among the speeches made yesterday the ad- 
dress of George D. Reynolds of Gen. Lyon 
Post, No. 2, of St. Louis, at Huber’s Grove be- 
fore Harry P. Harding Post and Fremont 
Camp, Sons of Veterans, was rather 
a. new departure in Fourth of July 
orations. Mr. Reynolds, after saying that this 
was the one hundred and twelfth birthday of 
the nation, to whose preservation and great- 
ness many present had contributed so much, 
said that it was usual on a man's birthday to 
go over the acts he had done, and treat the re- 
currence of his anniversary as an epoch, to 
pause and count back the steps by which he 
had reached his present station. 

To go over all the achievements of this na- 
tion in arts, sciences, manufactures, internal 
improvements, to recount its progress in 
civilization, would be too great a task; it was 
but to repeat what was common knowledge— 
that ours was acareer without a parailel in the 
history of the world. 

There were several great epochs in that 
career, known to all, but the details of which 
were obscure, forgotten and now unknown 
by the general public. This nation had been 
engaged in three wars prior to the great re- 
bellion, the war of the Revolution, that of 1812 
and the Mexican War. It could not but be of 
interest to the men who had borne their part 
in the greatest of all, the war of the Rebellion, 
and who remembered, as ot their oon knowl- 
edge, the vast multitudes engaged in that 
struggle, to recall the figures of previous 
struggles. Men say generally, when speaking 
of the Revolution, that it was a contest of 
three millions of freemen against the hosts of 
Great Britain—few men know how many men 
were actually engaged in that struggle on the 
part of the Americans, 

MEN ENGAGED IN THE REVOLUTIONARY WAR.

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ANGLING FOR i VETOES. 

In producing the Senute Pension Com- 
mittee’s report as a campaign document 
against CLEVELAND the Republicans are 
attacking him on his strong suit.

Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch, 
Paris, July 5.—The Post-DisPaTcH corre- 
spondent: called yesterday morning on Henry 
Mosler, one of the American artists who re- 
ceived a medal at the distribution of the salon 
prizes, and asked him to furnish an account 
ot the ceremony as it struck him. Mr. Mosier 
said:

one side of the hall nicely-draped red velvet 
| cushions had been placed for visitors, victors 

and their friends. Before us were placed a 
few rows of gilt chairs. These were intended 
for Government officials, the staff of the Min- 
ister des Beaux Arts and groups of juries of 
the association on painting, sculpture, en- 
graving and architecture. 

In the center was a table for Minister Lock- 
roy and M. Bailley, President of the Artists’ 
Association. Before long all the séats were 
taken and the heat was increasing. At last 
the salon guard arew back the red velvet cur- 


tain and 
EVERYTHING WAS HUSHED. 


All were eager to see the Minister and juries 
make their entry. This soon occurred and M. 
Bailey read a lenethy cut-and-dried speech 
which, nodoubt, must have been excelient 
and appropriate, but the white-haired noble- 
looking old man’s voice was scarcely heard.

He was applauded, though, when he had fin- | 


ished. M. Lockroy followed also with ar- 
ranged notes, and was rather nervous, judg- 
ing fromthe way his hands shook while hold: 
ing the sheets of manuscript, but his delivery 


speech flowery and full of nice sayings, for 
which the French language is so well adapt - 
ed. He was repeatedly and enthusiastically 
applauded. Then M. Vignore called forth, 
like a herald of old, the names of the 
victors. First was the winner ok 
the medal of honor, Detallle. There 
was great applause, and, as in all instances, 
shaking of hands with the Minister and Pres- 
ident Bailley. Bouguereau then stepped over 
to old Meissonier, whose face still wore the 
expression of a mourner for the loss ot his 
wife, which only occurred last week. He 
clasped his pupil and friend to his breast 
WITH REPEATED KISSES. 

As I sat nearly opposite I saw tears in the old 
master’s eyes and came to the conclusion that 
this was not simply a piece of affectation. | 
but real, profound and honest admiration 
and love for the young master, 
who returned to his seat carrying with him his 
medal and diploma. Soon followed others. 
The American artists received their share of 
applause. My modesty will have to be dis- 
carded, and I must say when I stepped for- 
ward to get my medal what pleased me most 
above all the applause was that of the jurors 
themselves. Well, I admit I was éxcited, 
deeply impressed and highly honored. It was 
an event in one’s life to be remembered. The 
honorable mentions were simply called 
out; no one applauded. This distripution 
of prizes reminded me of my early days when 
atschool, When the ceremony was at an end 


again a great deal of shaking hands and felict- 
tationsfrom all sides. Although the idea of 
suppressing medals has been argued of late, I 
feel that in this competition there is something 
which excites artists
